It is announced that 
Roumania will throw her 200,000 troops into the war against Germany. 
A despatch from Bordeaux says that it is believed Gen. Joffre has 
rightly interpreted German strategy and that he has made a masterly 
stroke which has placed the enemy in a most dangerous situation .

In The Advertiser’s Bulletins of 
Thursday, Sept. 3rd, Paris City 
was being menaced by the slowly 
drawing coils of the German octopus 
and preparations being made fcr 
a stubborn defence. The Russ had 
won I.emburg, in Anstrian Galicia 
and were masters of the situation 
in Eastern Prussia. From Rome 
had come the announcement of the 
election of the new pope, upon Card- 
inal Giacomo Della Chiesa, formerly 
archbishop of Bologna, Italy, hav- 
ing fallen their choice. The new 
prelate elects to be known as Bene- 
dict XV.
